TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF ALLENSTOWN, IN 
THE COUNTY OF MERRIMACK IN SAID STATE, QUALIFIED TO 
VOTE IN THE TOWN AFFAIRS: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Al- 
lenstown on Tuesday the tenth day of March next, at ten o'clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget as sub- 
mitted by the Budget Committee. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to give a one percent (1%) dis- 
count on all 1964 taxes paid within thirty (30) days after the tax 
rate is approved. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to petition the State Tax Com- 
mission to have an audit made by the Division of Municipal Ac- 
counting and to make an appropriation to cover the expense of 
such audit. (This article is approved by the Budget Committee 
and the funds therefor are included in the budget. ) 


6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated relative to playing 
games of Beano in this Town. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Board of Se- 
lectmen to take the following action with respect to the recom- 
mendations made by Morgenroth and Associates in their "Report 
on Proposed Interceptors, Sewer Extensions and Sewage Treat- 
ment Facilities for the Town of Allenstown, New Hampshire."' 


A. In the event the Town of Allenstown shall vote at its an- 
nual meeting to join with the Town of Pembroke in the joint 
use of a sewage treatment plant for the two towns, to pro- 

ceed with plans for sewerage facilities for the Town on the 
basis of such joint sewage treatment plant, as contained in 
Alternate #3 in the said Morgenroth Report; and to conduct 
such negotiations, make such agreements with the Town of 
Pembroke and procure such options on land as shall be 
necessary for this purpose. 


B. In the event the Town of Allenstown shall vote NOT to 
join with the Town of Pembroke as provided in (A) above, 
to proceed with plans for sewerage facilities for the Town 
on the basis of a conventional sewage treatment plant for 
this Town alone, as contained in Alternate #1 in the said 
Morgenroth Report; and to procure such options on land as 
shall be necessary for this purpose. (This article is ap- 
proved by the Budget Committee. ) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Board of Se- 
lectmen to file, on behalf of the Town, an application in form and 
manner required by the United States, and in conformity with 
Public Law 560, 83rd Congress, as amended and to enter into 
such negotiations and do whatever else shall be required for an 
advance, in an amount not to exceed Forty Six Thousand Eight 
Hundred ($46, 800.00) Dollars, to be made by the United States to 
the Town of Allenstown to finance the cost of engineering, sur- 


veying, design and plans for construction drawings and specifica- 
tions for sewers, interceptors, sewage disposal facilities and 
appurtenant works, as laid out in the "Report of the Proposed 
Interceptors, Sewer Extensions and Sewage Treatment Facilities 
for the Town of Allenstown, New Hampshire, "' and to furnish the 
United States with such other documents and information and to 
take such other action as may be required for this purpose. (This 
article is approved by the Budget Committee. ) 


9. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to raise, transfer from available funds, or borrow the 
sum of Seventeen Thousand Five Hundred ($17, 500. 00) Dollars to 
purchase a 750 g.p.m. fire truck, it being understood that if this 
article is passed, the Allenstown Fire Department members a- 
gree to donate the sum of Five Hundred ($500. 00) Dollars per year 
until said truck is paid for infull. The Purchasing Committee 
for this fire truck shall be the members of the Fire Department 
Truck Committee and the Board of Selectmen. (This article is 
approved by the Budget Committee. ) 


10. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to repair the 
sidewalk from in front of the Suncook Hardware Store northerly 
to the Bridge; and to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($500.00) forthis purpose. (This article is approved 
by the Budget Committee and the funds therefor are included in 
the budget. ) 


11. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to install and 
maintain a street light on Pole #402 on Sunnyside Avenue; and to 


raise andappropriate the sum of Seventy Dollars ($70.00) for that 
purpose. (This article is approved by the Budget Committee and 
the funds therefor are included in the budget. ) 


12. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to install and 
maintain a street light on Ridge Road on the pole at the common 
bound between the Langford and Gendron property; and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Seventy Dollars ($70.00) for that pur- 
pose. (This article is approved by the Budget Committee and the 
funds therefor are included in the budget. ) 


13. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to install and 
maintain a street light on Pole #11 on Highland Street; and to 
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raise andappropriate the sum of Seventy Dollars ($70.00) for that 
purpose. (This article is approved by the Budget Committee and 
the funds therefor are included in the budget. ) 


14. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
deed for ten (10) feet of land bordering Letendre Avenue from the 
middle of Suncook Valley Street right-of-way to Granite Street 
containing ten thousand one hundred twenty (10, 120) square feet, 
more or less, gravelled to town specifications. The purpose for 
accepting a deed to this landis to widen a very narrow road for 
the safety and convenience of the people living on either side of 
Letendre Avenue and the widened road is to be known as Sunrise 
Road. (This article is approved by the Budget Committee. ) 


15. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the installation 
of sewer and water facilities to accommodate buildings construc- 
ted in the future except when the individual property owners or 
contractors paythe cost of installing such sewer and water facili- 
ties for newly constructed buildings. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
engage the services of a qualified engineer to make a compre- 
hensive survey of all the streets in the Town of Allenstown; and 
to raise and appropriate a sum of money for that purpose. 


17. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to road-mix 
the surface of West Street behind Campbell's Store a distance of 
600 feet; and to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight Hundred 
Dollars ($800.00) for that purpose. (This article is disapproved 
by the Budget Committee. ) 


18. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to install one 
street light on Pole #6-1/2 on Pine Acre Road; and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Seventy Dollars ($70.00) for that purpose. 
(This article is approved by the Budget Committee. ) 


19. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to install one 
street light on Pole #2/4 on Pine Acre Road; and to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Seventy Dollars ‘$70.00) for that purpose. 
(This article is disapproved by the Budget Committee. ) 


20. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to extend the 
eight (8) inch sewer line on Letendre Avenue from the Letendre 
property southerly a distance of four hundred forty one (441) feet 


to Granite Street and construct a manhole at the end thereof; and 
to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand Dollars 
($1, 000.00) for that purpose. (This article is disapproved by the 
Budget Committee. ) 


21. (By Petition) Tosee ifthe Town will vote to widen, grade, 
graveland road-mix, Notre Dame Avenue, a distance of approxi- 
mately six hundred (600) feet; and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) for that purpose. 
(This article is disapproved by the Budget Committee. ) 


22. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to surface 
Campbell Street an additional one hundred fifty (150) feet and to 
modify the entrance at Granite Street to facilitate safe usage in 
the winter; and toraise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred 
Dollars ($300.00) for that purpose. (This article is disapproved 
by the Budget Committee. ) 


23. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to accept and 
maintain as a town roada strip of land forty (40) feet wide and 
one thousand thirty (1,030) feet long, located inthe Peter S. 
Juranty Development, said road if accepted to be known as Albin 
Road. 


24. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to extend and 
maintain Ray Court thirty (30) feet beyond the driveway of John J. 
Murphy, and to raise and appropriate a sum of money for that 
_ purpose. (This article is disapproved by the Budget Committee. ) 


25. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to surface with 
road-mix Pine Acre Road for a distance of one thousand (1, 000) 
feet fromthe end of the existing paved surface on said street; and 
to raise and appropriate the sum of Twelve Hundred Dollars 
($1, 200.00) for that purpose. (This article is disapproved by the 
Budget Committee. ) 


26. (By Petition) To see if the Town will excavate Sargent 
Street’ and surface Sargent Street with gravel and road-mix and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Seven Hundred Seventy Five 
Dollars and Seventy Five Cents ($2,775.75) for that purpose. 
(This article is disapproved by the Budget Committee. 


27. (By Petition) To seeif the Town will vote to accept a deed 
of a forty (40) foot strip of land from a point on Route 28 to Boat 
Meadow Brook, a distance of seven-tenths (.7) of a mile, said 
land to be used and maintained as a town road and to be known as 
Riverside Drive. (This article is disapproved by the Budget 
Committee. ) 


28. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to excavate 
Bartlett Street and to surface Bartlett Street with gravel and road- 
mix and toraise and appropriate the sum of Three Thousand Four 
Hundred Seventy Two dollars and Twenty Five Cents ($3, 472.25) 
for that purpose. (This article is disapproved by the Budget Com- 
mittee. ) 


29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and empower the 
Planning Board to approve or disapprove, in its discretion, plans 
showing new streets or the widening thereof, or parks, and upon 
adoption of this article it shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to 
file withthe Registry of Deeds of Merrimack County, a certificate 
or note showing that the said Planning Board has been authorized, 
giving the date of authorization, as provided in Sections 19-29 
inclusive, Chapter 36 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes An- 
notated, 1955. 


30. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordi- 
nance for the regulation of mobile homes and mobile home parks: 


"MOBILEHOME ORDINANCE" 
for the 
TOWN OF ALLENSTOWN, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Defining and Regulating Mobilehome Parks; Establishing 
minimum Standards Governing the Construction and Main- 
tenance of Mobilehome Parks; Establishing Minimum Stan- 
dards Governing the Provided Utilities and Facilities and 
Other Physical Things and conditions to Make Mobilehome 
Parks Safe, Sanitary, and Fit for Human Habitation; Fixing 
the Responsibilities and Duties of Owners and Operators of 
Mobilehome Parks; Authorizing the Inspection of Mobile- 
home Parks and Fixing Penalties for Violations. 


SECTION 1 - DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, the following words and 
phrases shall have the meaning ascribed to them in this 
section. 


1. Mobilehome. Mobilehome shall mean any vehicle used 
or so constructed as to permit its being used as a convey- 
ance on the public streets and highways and duly licensed as 
such, and constructed in sucha manner as will permit oc- 
cupancy thereof as a dwelling or sleeping place for one or 
more persons, and provided with a toilet and a bathtub or 
shower. 


2. Mobilehome Park. Mobilehome Park shall mean a plot 
of ground of not less than 2 acres on which two or more 
mobilehomes occupied for dwelling or sleeping purposes 
are located. 


3. Mobilehome Space. Mobilehome space shall mean a 
plot of ground within a mobilehome park designated for the 
accommodation of one mobilehome. 


4. Permit. Permit shall mean a written permit issued by 
the Selectmen permitting the mobile home park to operate 
under this Ordinance. 


5. Trailer. Trailer shall mean a mobilehome which does 
not have a toilet and a bathtub or shower. 


SECTION 2 - TRAILER PARKS PROHIBITED 


1. Noperson shall maintain or operate a trailer park in the 
Town of Allenstown, New Hampshire. 


2. No occupied trailer shall be permitted in a mobilehome 
park. 


SECTION 3 - PERMITS 
1. Permit Required. It shall be unlawful for any person to 


construct, maintain, operate, or alter any mobilehome 
park within the limits of the Town of Allenstown unless he 


or she or any firm holds a valid permit issued annually by 
the Selectmen in thename of suchperson or persons or firm 
for the specific mobilehome park. The annual cost of this 
permit shall be $5. for each mobilehome with a minimum 
charge of $25. for each mobilehome park. All initial ap- 
plications for permits shall be made to the Selectmen. Is- 
suance of the permit by the Selectmen shall be contingent 
upon (1) compliance with all Sanitary Laws and Regulations 
of the State of New Hampshire and; (2) approval by a majo- 
rity vote of the Allenstown Planning Board. 


2. Issuance of Permits. The Selectmen shall annually, on 
or before April 1 issue or renew such permit contingent up- 
on compliance with all regulations in this Ordinance. 


3. Non-Conforming Uses. Any lawful trailer or mobile- 
home park, existing at the time this ordinance or any a- 
mendment thereto is adopted, may be continued although 
such trailer or mobilehome park does not conform to the 
provisions thereof. No non-conforming use that has been 
discontinued shall be re-established except in conformity 
with this Ordinance. 


4, Existing Trailers and/or Mobilehomes. No existing 
trailers or mobilehomes outside a mobilehome park shall 
be replaced with another trailer or mobilehome whether on 
the same location or not, except in a mobilehome park. 


5. Permit - Method of Application and Requirements. Ap- 


plications for permits shall be in writing, signed by the ap- 
plicant who shall file with the application proof of ownership 
of the premises or of a lease or written permission from 
the owner thereof together with a complete set of plans 
drawn to scale, showing the location of the proposed court, 
and which shall include: 


(1) The area and dimensions of the tract of land. 


(2) The maximum number, location and size of all 
mobilehome spaces. 


(3) The location of any existing buildings and any pro- 
posed structures. 


(4) The location and width of roadways and walkways. 


(5) The location of water and sewer lines and the 
sewage disposal systems. 


SECTION 4 - INSPECTION 


1. Inspection of Mobilehome Parks. The Selectmen are 
hereby authorized and directed to make inspections to de- 
termine the condition of mobilehome parks located within 
the Town of Allenstown inorder that they may perform their 
duty of safeguarding the health and safety of occupants of 
mobilehome parks and of the general public. The Selectmen 
or their duly authorized representative shall have the power 
to enter at reasonable times upon any private or public 
property for the purpose of inspecting and investigating 
conditions relating to the enforcement of this Ordinance. 


SECTION 5 - LOCATION, SPACE, AND GENERAL LAYOUT 


1. Location. Mobilehome Parks may be located in rural 
areas, subject to the approval of the Allenstown Planning 
Board. No Mobilehome Park may be located closer than 
200 feet to any right-of-way. 


2. Area Requirements. The area of the Mobilehome Park 
shall be large enough to accommodate: 


(1) The designated number of mobilehome spaces. 
(2) Necessary streets or roadways. 
(3) Sewage disposal system. 


3. Space Requirements. Each mobilehome space shall be 
at least 50 feet wide and 75 feet deep, and shall abutona 
driveway or other clear area with unobstructed access toa 
public street. Such spaces shall be clearly defined and 
mobilehomes shall be so located that a minimum of ten feet 
clearance exists between any part of the mobilehome and 
the lot lines of the mobilehome space. 


4. Mobilehome Space Availability Required. It shall be 
illegal toallow any mobilehomes to remain in a mobilehome 


park unless a mobilehome space is available. 


5. No individual mobilehome or trailer shall be located 
anywhere in the Town of Allenstown after the effective date 
of this Ordinance; except that existing trailer and mobile- 
home may continue to remain in place as provided for in 
Section 3, paragraph 3 ofthis Ordinance. It shall be further 
permitted under this Ordinance to have an individual trailer 
or mobilehome located in the Town of Allenstown for a peri- 
od not exceeding 14 daysin any one twelve month period. 


SECTION 6 - ROADWAYS 


1. For fire prevention and protection every mobilehome 
park shall have access to a public street either by directly 
abutting thereon or by means ofa private hard surfaced 
roadway not less than twenty feet wide. In all mobilehome 
parks, roadways shall be well drained, adequately graveled, 
hard surfaced or paved and maintained in good condition. 
All roadways shall be lighted at night and shall have a light 
intensity at the center of the roadway of no less than two 
foot candles. All mobilehome spaces shall abut upona 
roadway 20 feet or more in width if off-street parking areas 
are provided. If on-street parking is permitted said road- 
ways shall be a minimum of 30 feet in width. 


SECTION 7 - SANITATION 


1. Water Supply Requirements. An accessible, adequate, 
safe and potable supply of water shall be provided in each 
mobilehome park, capable of furnishing a minimum of 125 
gallons per day per mobilehome space. The development 
of an independent water supply to serve the mobilehome 
park shall be made only after express approval has been 
granted by the Selectmen. 


2. Plumbing. All plumbing in the mobilehome park shall 
comply with State and local plumbing laws and regulations 
and shall be maintained in good operating condition. 


3. Sewage Disposal. Mobilehome parks shall be served 
by a public sewage system or by a private disposal system 
which meets the requirements of the State of New Hamp- 
shire Sewer Laws Ordinance. Each mobilehome space 
shall be provided with a satisfactory sewer connection. All 


sewage-disposalapparatus including appurtenances thereto, 
shall be provided, maintained, and operated so as not to 
create a nuisance or health hazard. 


4. Refuse and Garbage Disposal. The storage, collection, 
and disposal of refuse in the park shall not create health 
hazards, rodent harborage, insect-breeding areas, accident 
hazards, or air pollution. All refuse and garbage shall be 
stored in flytight, watertight, rodent-proof containers, 
which shall be provided in sufficient number and capacity 
to prevent any refuse from overflowing. Satisfactory con- 
tainer racks or holders shall be provided by the mobilehome 
park owner or operator and shall be located not more than 
150 feet from any mobilehome space. 


5. Reporting of Communicable Diseases. Every mobile- 
home park operator shall maintain a register containing a 
record of all mobilehome occupants using the mobilehome 
park. Suchregister shall be available to any authorized per- 
son inspecting the park, and shall be preserved for a period 
of at least one year. Such register shall contain the names 
and addresses of all mobilehome occupants stopping in the 
park. Every owner, operator, attendant, or other person 
operating a mobilehome park shall notify the local Health 
Officer immediately of any suspected communicable or 
contagious disease within the mobilehome park. In the case 
of diseases diagnosed by a physician as quarantinable, such 
owner, operator, attendant or other person operating a 
mobilehome park shall notify the Health Officer of the de- 
parture or the proposed departure of a mobilehome or its 
occupants, or the removal therefrom of clothing or other 
articles which have been exposed to infection. 


SECTION 8 - ELECTRICITY 


1. Electric Installation and Outlet Requirements. An elec- 
trical outlet supplying at least 110 volts shall be provided 
for each mobilehome space. The installation shall comply 
with all State and local Electrical Codes and Ordinances. 
Such electrical outlets shall be weatherproof. No power 
line shall be permitted to lie on the ground or to be sus- 
pended less than 12 feet above the ground. 
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SECTION 9 - ALTERATIONS AND ADDITIONS 


1. Alterations and Additions. No addition of any kind may 
be constructed to become a permanent part of any mobile- 
home. Skirting of coaches is permissible, but such skirt- 
ing or foundation shall not permanently attach the trailer or 
mobilehome to the ground whether in a mobilehome park or 
not. 


SECTION 10 - PENALTIES 


1. Penalty. Any person who violates any provision of this 
Ordinance may upon conviction be punished by a fine of not 
more than Ten Dollars ($10.00); and each days' failure of 
compliance with any such provision shall constitute a sep- 
arate violation. 


SECTION 11 - CONFLICT OF ORDINANCES AND VALIDITY 


1. Conflict of Ordinances and Validity. In any case where 
a provision of this Ordinance is found to be in conflict with 
a provision of any ordinance or code of the Town of Allens- 
town existing on the effective date of this Ordinance, the 
provision whichestablishes the higher standard for the pro- 
motion and protection of the health and safety of the people 
shall prevail. 


2. Saving Clause. If any section, subsection, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, or phrase ofthis Ordinance should be de- 
clared invalid for any reason whatsoever, such decision 
shall not affect the remaining portions of this Ordinance, 
which shall remain in full force and effect; and to this end 
the provisions of this Ordinance are hereby declared to be 
severable. 


Given under our hands and seal, this 24th day of February, in 
the year of our Lord nineteen hundred and sixty four.

REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


Because the Town of Allenstown operates under the Municipal 
Budget Act, it is the duty of the Budget Committee to make up the 
budget, approve or disapprove articles in the warrant, and to 
present it to the voters for action at the annual town meeting. 


The expending growth of the town, the rising cost of education, 
materials, and construction have increased the burden on the tax- 
payers. It is with this thought in mind that the Committee has 
made every effort to keep the budget at a minimum but still per- 
mit the Selectmen to maintainmaximum service to our taxpayers. 


It will be noticed that a number of articles in the warrant re- 
questing funds for rebuilding of streets have been disapproved by 
the Committee. We know that our streets are in need of repairs 
but in the past years we have spent large amounts of money for 
this purpose. Due to the lack of engineering and poor estimations, 
the cost of these projects have been above the amount raised by 
the voters and the jobs have not been done properly. For these 
reasons, the Committee feels that the town should hire an experi- 
enced engineer to survey and take borings of our streets so when 
a street is to be repaired or reconstructed, we will know the a- 
mount of work and materials needed and make it possible to get 
correct estimates of the cost to do these jobs properly. Until this 
is done, we feel that the taxpayers do not get full benefits from 
these spendings. 


The Committee also feels that the growth and expansion of the 
town have added a burden on the taxpayers. It seems that every 
year the voters are asked toaccept newstreets or roads to gravel 
and road mix some of these and others in areas being developed 
by contractors, real estate agents and owners who are increasing 
the value of their land and lots at the expense of the town. We 
feel that the ones responsible for these projects and developments 
and. those who will benefit and profit by them, should at their 
expense install necessary sewers, water mains, gravel and road 
mix these streets before the town should accept them. 


The Committee has been informed that the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board are preparing Town ordinances to be presented to 
the voters for their consideration regarding these problems. 


The Committee wishes to thank the voters for their trust, pa- 
tience and understanding support of the decisions andthe budget 
submitted herein.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination 
and audit of the accounts of the Town of Allenstown for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1963, which was made by this Division 
in accordance with the vote of the Town. Exhibits as hereafter 
listed are included as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collec- 
tor, Town Clerk, Municipal Court, Trustees of Trust Funds and 
Library. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1962-December 31, 
1963: (Exhibit A- 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1962 and 
December 31, 1963, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated 
therein, the financial condition of the Town changed from a Sur- 
plus of $8, 723.17 to a Net Debt of $3,696.87, in 1963.

Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1963, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As 
indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a net overdraft of 
appropriations of $13,020.32 plus a revenue deficit of $205. 25, 
resultedin a net budget deficit of $13, 225.57. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fis- 
cal year ended December 31, 1963, made up in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. 
Proof of the Treasurer's balance as of December 31, 1963, is 
indicated in Exhibit B-2. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were com- 
pared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in 


the books of record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
possible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book 
balances were verified by comparison with reconciled bank bal- 
ances made from statements obtained from depository banks. 
Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mailing notices to 
delinquent taxpayers as indicated bythe Collector's records. The 
amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this 
report are therefore subject to any changes which may be neces- 
sitated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus: 
The current surplus (excess of total assets over current 
liabilities) decreased by $13, 420. 04, from $13, 723.17 to $303. 13, 


in 1963, as shown herewith:

Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of Municipal Budget 


Law: 


It is noted that there was a net overdraft of appropriations 
amounting to $13,020.32. In other words, - total expenditures 
exceeded total appropriations by this amount as indicated here- 
with:

Unexpended Balances of Appropriations 1, 037.90 
Net Overdraft of Appropriations $13, 020. 32 


Included in the Net Overdraft of Appropriations was an 
overdraft in the "Overlay" account in the amount of $2, 248. 44. 
Inasmuch as "overlay" is not actually an appropriation account, 
but rather an amount provided for the allowance of abatements, 
the actual overdraft of budgetary appropriations would be $10, - 
771.88, as shown herewith:

Less: Overdraft in 'Overlay"' Account 2, 248. 44 


Net Overdraft of Budgetary Appropriations $10, 771. 88 


On December 30, 1963, an application which was dated De- 
cember 18, 1963, requesting authority to expend $5,000.00 in 
excess of budgetary appropriations was received at the office of 
the Tax'Commission. This application was made by the Board of 
Selectmen with the approval of the Budget Committee. The Tax 
Commission denied this request because of the fact that the ex- 
penditure had already been made, whereas R.S.A. 32:10-a pro- 
vides that "such application shall be made prior to the making of 
such expenditure xxxxxxx. " 


Itis furthermore noted that the actual net overdraft of budg- 
etary appropriations amounted to $10, 771.88, while the applica- 
tion for authority to exceed appropriations only called for $5, - 
000.00, or less than half of the actual net overdraft. 


In accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Budget 
Law, if in the future an emergency arises whereby it becomes 
necessity to exceed appropriations, application for this authority 
should be made prior to the date of the expenditure. 


Surety Bond of Town Clerk: 


The surety bond of the TownClerk should be increased from 
$2, 000.00 to $3, 000.00, in order that the amount of the bond may 
be more proportional to the amount of funds received. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, require 
that this report or the summary of findings and recommendations 
(letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report 
of the Town. 
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We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Allens- 
town for their assistance during the course of the audit.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest forest 
fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. The contin- 
ued drought brought home to our citizens, as never before, the 
potential threat of destructive fires to their beautiful and valuable 
forests, homes and livelihood. In true American tradition of meet- 
ing a common threat by volunteer effort, this fire danger was min- 
imized by active prevention, patrol anda relinquishing of personel 
rights for the common good. It was the greatest demonstration of 
public cooperation ever experienced by those responsible for local 
and state fire control. The ready forces of volunteer fire services 
kept the losses low. For their effort and public response the gen- 
eral fire service expresses its heartfelt thanks for a job well done. 


Prevention however, is not justanactivity for the bad fire years. 
It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our public con- 
science - a habit. Just plain careiessness with fire causes too 
many of our fires. 


The following practices and suggestions will help: 


1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn within 
the terms of the permit and ina safe place. Burn late in 
the afternoon when the wind is down or on rainy or damp 
days. Check your fire and if winds develop extinguish it 
promptly. 


2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump - its safer. 
lected backyard incinerator causes many fires.

3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this a year 
round habit regardless of the safety of your surroundings. 


4. Children caused fires are now a major concern. Keep 
matches away from them andteach them to respect fire and 
not make it a subject of play.

Green" and growing in 1964.

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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT FOR 1963 


Following the Cuban Crisis, the Allenstown officials became 
greatly concerned for its people in the event of a nuclear attack. 
Many cities all over the country had suitable space available for 
their citizens should they find themselves under attack. 


Under the leadership of Gerald Gagne, a committee was or- 
ganized to find a suitable shelter. 


In April of 1963, floor space to accommodate 4100 persons was 
made available to the town of Alienstown. Through the generosity 
of Mr. M. Dole the first and second floors of the Suncook Mills 
became the Public Shelter for Allenstown. Upon the signing of 
the license by Mr. Dole, the shelter was then stocked with supplies. 
These supplies consist of survival biscuits, water, water con- 
tainers, medical kits, sanitation kits and radiological kits. These 
supplies would furnish 4100 persons for two weeks should the e- 
mergency arise. 


In March of 1963, a group of 20 residents took a course in 
Radiological monitoring. This course was held at the Allenstown 
Grammar School. The training course consisted of 10 hours held 
over a period of 4 weeks. All the persons taking part were proud 
to display a diploma signed by Mr. Clarence W. Gay of the State 
Radiological Defense.

A base station was established in the field of communication at 
the Allenstown Fire Station. This long awaited station is very es- 
sential to the operation of an effective Civil Defense Unit. This 
base station gives us direct communication with Area Six State 
Headquarters in case of an emergency. This base would also be of 
great value in case of disaster caused by nature. 


A Rescue Team consisting of 18 men is now being organized and 
should becompleted by early Spring. These men have already taken 
the Basic First Aid Course, and are now engaged in the Advanced 
Course. These courses are being given by the Concord Chapter of 
the American Red Cross. 


A Civil Defense Alert will be sounded the first Saturday of each 
month at1l a.m. This CD alert will be 14 blows of the fire alarm. 


It was with deep regret that the Town Officials had to accept the 
resignation of Gerald Gagne, as Civil Defense Director. 


Upon the recommendation of Mr. Gagne, Roger A. Letendre 
was appointed as Civil Defense Director.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


The improvement in the school site has been remarkable. 
With the grading, the new sign, and simple landscaping, this 
building becomes distinctive and has resulted in many favorable 
comments. We need to continue to improve playground areas and 
to purchase equipment for the younger pupils. 


We have been very fortunate in keeping our present staff of 
teachers. Lower grade teachers have been most difficult to ob- 
tain, and in one school district in this union we were unable to 
find a qualified person willing to sign a year's contract. The ef- 
fect of the Massachusetts minimum of $4, 500 is now known; the 
districts near Massachusetts must pay the same! This compli- 
cates the problem immensely for the injustice done to those with 
considerable experience. If we in New Hampshire do not compete 
favorably with Massachusetts, our education will suffer. 


Another problem facing us in Allenstown is the size of our 
combined grades. At this moment grades 3 and 4 have about 35, 
and grades 5 and 6 have 40, with more to come. Accordingly, we 
have had to findanother teacher for grades 5 and 6 for the second 
half year. It could well be that September will see over 40 in 
grades 3 and 4 requiring still another teacher, the installation of 
a folding partition in the cafeteria, and other necessary equip- 
ment. 


The tuition rate at the Academy will be $465. The state aver- 
age has been estimated at $467. As new buildings and extra 
teachers become necessary either to take care of increased num- 
bers or to improve facilities, costs must increase. 

Labor Day in 1964 will be September 7, making a late opening 
of school but a long summer vacation! It will be difficult to avoid 
going to school during the week of June 22, 1965. 


We hope we may merit your continued support.
